Havana, Marah 2. A report Is In circulation

in thin city, that all political prisoners will be
sent to tbe Island of Fernando Po, and that
volunteers are being enlisted to act as guards
on board the transports. The Government is
silent oh ihe subject.
" Francisco HernaLdez, commander of oavalry
in the District of Pinar Del Rio, has been
arrested and placed in jail on a charge of dis
loyalty.

Official information has been received of three
engagements of the troops under Colonel Valero
With the insurrectionists, during which the
troops used the bayonet freely. . The insurgents
lost sixty killed, aud tbe troops four killed and
several wounded. Tbe forces under General
Letoua have arrived at Villa Clara, and those
under Gee era! Pacz at Ctenfuegos. The rebels
have burned the San Miguel plantation.

leave to introduce a. bill to disestablish tbe
lrhh Church, make provision lor its tempo-
ralities and to disendow the Koyal College ol
Bt. PaUick. at Maynooth. Mr. Gladstone fol-
lowed nn bis motion with a speech in de.'enae
and explanation of the provisions ot the bill.
Alter commenting on the gravity and import-
ance of tbe task, he said he wa' aware of the
necessity of giving historical and politictl rea-
sons for proposing such a constitutional change

reasons whch would show tne anomaly of the
Fireseni position and tbe consciousness iu

of the difficulties of such a posltl n.
Tbe House had at limes been induced to wane
tbe property of tbe Irish Cblircb, so that Us
magnitude might lot shock tbe punhc mlud.
It hud been necessary at times to support the
tisccuitancy ot this Church by tie eniictineut of
penal laws. It this a cendancy was maintained,
bittir let lings on tbe part of the Irish people
would never cease.

Adverting to his previous action, Mr. Glad-
stone declared that it had resulted In making
the House aiid country uuaoimous tor disesta-
blish nieut. He would not dffcll upon tbe
areurnent-whtc- h had been put for waid against
it, but he denied that his court e was adverse to
the weliare of religion and tbe Interests of
Piotestanttsm. Ue cemed that it contemplated
any Invasion of the rights o' property, aud
argued that Parliament, which had the right to
create corporations, bad au equal right to
extinguish them. He referred to the objections
to phoient, which were based upon
the act of union, and answered them by
maintaining that the Irifh Church, us at
preset. t constituted, defeated the intent of that
act, and prevented any real uuion between the
people of England and Ireland.

The only means of establishing that nnl"n
were religious liberty and civil equality. Tbe
bill would be conclusive, shutting out all con
txoversy, but carrying wuh It no penalty or
pain. He proceeded to explain the bill which
lsinterded to go into effect on aud alter January
1, 1871, or as soon as it ha received the royal
assent. Commissioners will be appointed tor a
period of teu years to guard the property of the
Church and prevent tbe creation of new oat-break- s.

All ecclesiastical appointments for
Ireland are hereafter to be made without free-
hold, and no money is to be employed for
permanent purposes. These provisions are to
take the place ot tbe suspensory mesisures
passed last year. It is assumed that the clergy
and people may desire to have other religious
organizations for those which they were about
to give up. In such case, the Queen in council
would recognize the newly constituted religions
bodies, but could not create them.

The result would be tbe abolition of ecclesi-
astical coarts and jurisdiction, and of the right
of bishops to tbe peerage. All ecclesiastical
corporations would be dissolved, and then the
d sestablishment ot the Irish Church would be
complete. Provision is made for the clergy,
who ate to receive life annuities. All private
endowments are to remain iBtact. Tne Church
Is to be handed over to the Council for all reli-
gious purposes. Grants are proposed for tbe
support of St. Pattlck's and eleven other cathe-
drals, these structures being regarded as na-
tional property. Church buildings no longer
required aie to be banded over to the Board of
Works for the benefit of a fund, and burial
grounds are to be placed under the charge of
the guardians of the poor. Tbe Presbyterian
clergy are to receive annuities. in lieu of the
regium dormm, and the Roman Catholic College
at Mavnootb, and the Presbyterian col
leges, ate. to be granted capitalized
sums of money. Further legislation is
to be had in regard to Trinity College.

A tithe rent charge will be offered to land
owners at twenty-tw- o years and six months'
purchase. Church leases are to be sold, tenants
taking the first option. The capitalized value
of churcb property is estimated at 16,600.000,
of which 8,000,000 is to be appropriated to
compensation, and the remainder, in the words
ot tbe preampie ot the .Dili, is to oe employed
for the advuutage of the Irish people, not tor
tbe purposes of any Church or class, nor for
teaching of religion, but for relief in cases of
unavotaaoie calamity or sunermg: wnite at me
same time, it is not to cancel the obligations
laid upon property lor the rener of the poor.
Grants are to be made to provide for the care of
lunatics, for training nurses, and for the sup
port oi county lnnrmaries.

Mr. Gladstone proceeded at considerable
length to urge upon the Bouse the great results
which were to oe expected irom ine passage ot
this measure on the tranquillity of Ireland and
tbe union, cecuiity, and power of the empire.

The motion majs Dy air. uiaostone was men
aereed to. and the bill was introduced and read
for tbe first time. Tbe 18th day of March was
appointed for tbe second reading, and the
House tnen aatournea.

TEE SPEAKERSHIP.
Komlnatlom of the lion. Jf. O. Blaine.

The Republican caucus was held last eveulng
in Washington. Messrs. u. j. uicicey, ritcn,
Ketcham. and Binsbam were-chose- secreta- -

lies. The Hon. II. L. Dawes, in an eloquent
and impressive speech, nominated Mr. Blaine
for Speaker of the Forty-fir- st Congress, and
saia:

Mr. Chairman: The ofhee of Speaker of the
American House of Representatives is worthy
tbe highest amottloc. Tbe third in rank under
tbe constitution, it lhs become, in the eco
nomy ot our administration, second in honor
ana power oniy to mat ot rresiaenx.

This distinction is not a little due to the illns
tnous names assocla'.ed with the discbarge of
its difficult and delicate duties, most conspi-
cuous among which is that of the distinguished
gentleman now about to retire so gracefully
trom its resconsioiiiues ana nonors. ltwat.
therefore, to me a matter of unaffected diffi
dence, but of unfeigned gratification, that any
considerable number of members of the Forty- -
first Congress considered me worthy of that
high position; but when it becomes evident to
me tbst tfce selection of another would be
likely to be more acceptable to a majority of
those members, no earthly consideration could
induce me to longer cccupy the position ot a
candidate. I embrace this opportunity to
publicly express my deep obligation to tboie
whose partiality 1 have thus enjoyed. It only
remains for me to discharge the pleasant duty
ot givlcg eipression to the choice which has
thus D9conie unanimous. iao mm. sir. in me
lull astuiance that the office will lose In the
future none ot that dignity or lustre which has
so distinguished it in tbe past.

Wub these rematks, it la hardly necessary for
me to tav. that I arise to move, as I do now. tbe
i emulation, by acclamation, ot the uon. James
G. llinlne, ot iiuine, lor speaker ot the Forty
